You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  House 
in  said  Bristol  on  Tuesday,  the  ninth  (9)  day  of  March, 
next,  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects  : 

1.  To  choose  one  Selectman  for  the  term  of  three 
years,  and  choose  all  other  necessary  Town  Officers  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

And  vote  upon  the  following  subject:  to  wit: 
Is  it  expedient  to  revise  the  constitution? 

Town  Clerks  shall  make  their  return  thereof,  to 
Legislature  on  or  before  March  23,  1937. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  year  ensuing,  and 
make  appropriation  of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise 
for  the  support  of  Highways  and  Bridges  for  the  year 
ensuing,  and  make  appropriation  of  the  same. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  ask  for  State  Aid 
for  new  Construction  road,  and  if  so  raise  the  sum  of 
twenty-seven  hundred  and  twenty-seven  dollars  ($2,727), 
and  make  appropriation  of  the  same. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  ask  for  State  Aid  assist- 
ance on  class  V  roads,  and  if  so,  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  thirty-four  dollars  and 
eleven  cents  ($334.11).  (State  will  not  assist,  if  Article 
4  is  adopted.) 


6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  for  the  Construction  and  Maintenance  of  Side- 
walks for  the  year  ensuing,  and  make  appropriation  of 
the  same. 

7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  the  Construction  and  Maintenance  of  Sewers 
for  the  year  ensuing,  and  make  appropriation  of  the  same. 

8.  Agreeably  to  the  vote  of  the  Town  at  the  annual 
Town  Meeting,  March  8,  1921,  to  elect  five  (5)  members 
of  the  Budget  Committee  for  a  term  of  three  years,  and 
fill  any  vacancies  in  said  Committee. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($150.00)  for  the  observ- 
ance of  Memorial  day  and  make  appropriation  of  the 
same. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $242.00  to  the  Lakes  Region  Associa- 
tion of  New  Hampshire  for  the  issuance  and  distribution 
of  printed  matter  calling  attention  to  the  resources  and 
natural  advantages  of  the  Town,  in  co-operation  with 
other  towns  in  the  Lakes  Region. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  purpose  of  adding  a  few  Street  Lights  in 
Bristol  Village,  and  at  the  Foot  of  Newfound  Lake,  and 
make  appropriation  of  the  same. 

12.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in 
regard  to  the  Tramp  House  and  Lock-up,  should  the  old 
one  be  remodeled  or  build  a  new  one  at  some  other 
location,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  same. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  not  exceeding  $150.00  to  re-finish  the  dials  on  the 
Town  Clock. 


14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money,  to  be  used  for  the  destruction  of  Cater- 
pillar and  Moth  Nests  in  the  said  town. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  for  the  Laconia  Hospital,  and  the 
Franklin  Hospital,  and  Plymouth  Hospital. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($250.00) 
for  Band  Concerts  the  ensuing  year. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  rate 
of  discount  on  early  paid  taxes,  from  the  present  rate  to 
2%  on  taxes  paid  on  or  before  June  1st  each  year,  and 
this  rule  shall  stand  until  rescinded. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  and  instruct 
the  Selectmen  to  take  all  necessary  steps  to  permit  the 
systematic  and  gradual  development  of  a  Civic  or  Com- 
munity Center  on  land  now  occupied  by  the  Cass  build- 
ings so  called,  in  said  park,  or  on  land  adjacent  thereto : 
provided  that  no  building  or  buildings  shall  be  erected  on 
said  land  without  the  approval  of  the  Park  Commis- 
sioners, as  trustees  of  the  property,  and  in  conformity 
with  a  definite  plan  for  the  development  of  the  entire 
property. 

19.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise 
and  appropriate  if  any,  for  the  control  of  White  Pine 
Blister  Rust. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise,  instead 
of  setting  aside  from  the  regular  highway  money,  the 
sum  required  by  law  for  permanent  improvement  on 
Class  V  or  Town  Roads,  providing  State  Aid  is  not  asked 
for  under  Articles  4  and  5. 


22.     To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.

MINOT-SLEEPER  LIBRARY— REPORT   OF 
TRUSTEES 


An  increased  circulation  of  books  is  perhaps  the 
outstanding  feature  of  the  year  at  Minot-Sleeper 
library.     The  activities  have  gone  on  much  as  usual. 

Miss  Mary  A.  Rogers,  the  librarian,  has  remained 
faithfully  at  her  post,  doing  her  utmost  to  accommodate 
all  patrons  whom  she  serves. 

Her  annual  report  shows  14,500  adult  fiction  books 
loaned ;  2,229  adult  non-fiction  ;  4,393  junior  fiction  ;  and 
1,293  junior  non-fiction;  a  total  of  22,485  books  loaned 
through  the  year.  This  makes  an  increase  in  circulation 
of  1,495  books  over  last  year,  with  a  generous  patronage 
from  summer  people.  There  is  an  increasing  tendency 
to  use  the  library  as  a  modified  community  center.  The 
librarian  received  $40  for  fines.  Books  added  during 
the  year  numbered  270. 

The  librarian  attended  a  library  neighborhood  meet- 
ing in  Ashland  and  was  a  part-time  student  at  the  sum- 
mer library  school  at  New  Hampton. 

The  local  library  cooperates  with  the  state  library 
for  special  books,  which,  being  secured  through  the 
local  library,  may  be  kept  for  thirty  days  instead  of 
fourteen. 

A  shelf  of  arts  and  crafts  books  has  proved  of 
interest,  and  every  possible  encouragement  is  given  to 
the  church  reading  list  and  to  supplement  the  needs 
of  the  local  schools.  One  traveling  library  from  the 
State  Library  Commission  for  rural  schools  has  been 
used.     In    this    library    are    approximately    7,600   books. 

The  reading  room,  with  its  excellent  supply  of  good 
magazines,  made  possible  by  the  Minnie  Maria  Day- 
Jackman  Fund,  is,  as  formerly,  one  of  the  most  appre- 
ciated divisions  of  the  library  and  brings  to  our  readers 
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each  month  copies  of  such  magazines  as  Atlantic,  Ameri- 
can, American  Boy,  American  Girl,  American  Forest, 
American  Home,  Among  the  Deep  Sea  Fishers,  Better 
Homes  &  Gardens,  Country  Gentleman,  Current  History, 
Child  Life,  Clubwoman,  Christian  Century,  Cosmopol- 
itan, Dumb  Animals,  D.  A.  R.,  Embroideress,  Forum, 
Field  &  Stream,  Flower  Grower,  Good  Housekeeping, 
Harpers,  Hunting  &  Fishing,  Ladies'  Home  Journal, 
Literary  Digest,  National  Geographic,  Nature,  Home 
Arts  Needlecraft,  Parents,  Popular  Science,  Popular 
Mechanics,  Readers'  Digest,  Review  of  Reviews,  Scrib- 
ners,  St.  Nicholas,  School  Art,  Scientific  American, 
Woman's  World,  Radio  and  Modern  Mechanics  and 
Inventions,  Christian  Herald,  Pictorial  Review,  Nature, 
Boys'  Life.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

I  submit,  herewith,  my  report  as  superintendent  of 
schools. 

In  this  report  you  will  find  a  statistical  table,  the 
treasurer's  report,  and  a  report  of  revenue  and  expendi- 
tures for  the  year  1935-36,  statistics  and  tables  for  the 
current  year,  and  proposed  expenditures  for  the  year 
1937-38. 
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Schools  opened  September  8,  with  an  enrollment  of 
210  pupils  in  the  elementary  schools  and  149  pupils  in 
the  high  school.  Thirteen  of  the  elementary  pupils  are 
in  the  Dolloff  school. 

The  same  teachers  returned  to  their  duties,  thus 
causing-  no  break  in  this  particular  part  of  the  school 
machinery.  Four  of  our  teachers  spent  part  of  the 
summer  in  travel,  making  an  automobile  trip  to  the 
Western  Coast.  This  rich  experience  should  be  a  great 
help  to  them  in  the  work  they  have  to  do  as  teachers. 

Once  again  it  has  been  necessary  to  divide  the  work 
in  eight  grades  between  seven  teachers.  Lack  of  a  class 
room  makes  it  necessary  to  split  a  grade,  giving  parts 
of  the  same  grade  to  two  different  teachers.  Last  year 
the  third  grade  was  divided,  and  this  year  the  division  is 
made  in  the  fifth  grade. 

This  practice  of  dividing  a  grade  will  have  to  be 
continued  unless  a  room  is  provided  for  the  entire  grade. 
I  hope  this  practice  can  be  discontinued  in  the  near 
future. 

The  enrollment  of  the  high  school  has  reached  the 
149  mark.  This  is  the  highest  in  the  history  of  the 
school.  The  nearest  approach  to  this  figure  was  in  1932 
when  142  were  registered. 

Non-resident  Pupils 

Bristol  serves  as  an  educational  center  as  well  as  a 
trading  center.  Fifty-eight  pupils  from  nearby  towns 
are  receiving  their  secondary  education  in  the  high 
school,  and  ten  non-resident  pupils  are  scattered  over 
the  eight  grades  in  the  elementary  schools. 

Repairs  and  Equipment 

Because  of  the  increase  in  the  high  school  tuition 
rate  charged  it  has  been  possible  to  do  some  very  neces- 
sary repairing  and  to  get  some  equipment  for  which  no 
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money  was  raised  at  the  last  school  meeting.  Gas 
burners  and  gas  were  installed  in  the  laboratory.  Black 
shades  for  two  rooms  were  purchased.  These  shades 
have  added  greatly  ito  the  efficiency  of  the  moving 
picture  machine.  An  incinerator  was  built  to  burn  the 
waste  paper  that  accumulates  from  day  to  day.  A  port- 
able typewriter  was  purchased  for  the  office. 

Recommended  Repairs 

The  furnace  in  the  wooden  building  has  outlived  its 
usefulness  and  a  new  one  undoubtedly  should  be  pur- 
chased to  replace  it. 

An  automatic  flushing  system  should  replace  the 
one  now  in  use  in  the  boys'  basement. 

The  tubular  boiler  is  not  in  a  condition  to  be  used 
and  the  space  this  takes  up  in  the  boiler  room  is  needed. 
I  suggest  that  it  be  removed. 

Elsewhere  in  this  report  will  be  found  three  tables : 
enrollment  by  grades  of  the  elementary  school  pupils 
for  the  last  ten  years,  enrollment  of  high  school  pupils 
by  grades  since  1922,  and  another  table  showing  the 
number  of  pupils  taking  the  studies  offered  in  the  high 
school  for  the  current  year. 
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Elementary  Schools 

Enrollment  1926-36  (inclusive) 
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The  double  set  of  figures  in  the  years  1927  to  1930 
is  the  enrollment  for  the  Town  District  and  Union  Dis- 
trict. In  1931  the  two  districts  were  merged  into  one 
and  the  figures  from  that  point  show  the  number  of 
pupils  found  in  the  grades  for  the  town  as  a  whole.

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Achievement  tests  are  given  from  time  to  time  in 
order  to  keep  the  work  up  to  grade.  A  constant  effort 
is  made  to  fit  the  work  of  the  school  to  the  pupil.  This 
results  in  a  great  deal  of  work  with  the  pupil  as  an 
individual. 

The  teachers  are  to  be  commended  for  their  zeal  in 
attacking  and  carrying  the  work  and  solving  the  prob- 
lems they  meet  each  day. 

The  night  session  of  the  high  school  was  continued. 
This  year  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  were  asked  to 
run  a  two  hour  session  in  the  evening. 

The  school  exhibit  was  a  great  success  and  will 
undoubtedly  become  a  yearly  event. 

I  should  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  board  for 
the  time  they  give  up  to  school  matters  and  the  interest 
they  take  in  helping  to  keep  the  schools  up  to  date.

Underweight  Clinic  was  held  with  Dr.  Deming  ex- 
amining doctor.  Forty-five  attended.  Three  new  cases 
Avere  found. 
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Three  X-ray  orders  received  from  Tubercular  Asso- 
ciation.    Children  to  be  taken  to  Laconia  for  X-ray. 

Twenty-five  dollars  received  from  local  Red  Cross 
for  Dental  Clinic.     Twelve  received  free  dental  care. 

A  Dental  Clinic  was  held  in  April  in  Dr.  Robert 
Sargent's  office.     One  hundred  nine  attended. 

Children  were  weighed  and  measured  twice  a  year. 

Total  number  of  home  visits — 58. 

Total  number  of  school  visits- — 214. 

I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Freese,  members  of  the  School 
Board,  local  Red  Cross  and  Societies  and  Churches,  Mrs. 
Nell  Lamson,  Dr.  R.  E.  Sargent  and  to  thank  the  parents 
and  teachers  for  their  daily  cooperation  in  making  pos- 
sible the  health  program.
